ANSWERS TO APPLICANT'S ARGUMENTS 
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5. Applicant's arguments filed 7/1/05 have been carefully considered but are 
deemed unpersuasive. 

Applicant's comments regarding the IDS are addressed above. Applicant's 
arguments with regard to the claim objections have been considered but are moot since 
the objections have been withdrawn. 

Applicant has argued that while chen disclose that the fibers may be oriented 
longitudinally of diagonally, Chen does not disclose applicant's recited orientation of 
25% or more of the short fibers in a major axis direction, 25% or more oriented oblique 
to the major axis and 8% or more in a circumferential direction and 25% or more 
perpendicular to a major axis. However, all of the ranges are open-ended and have 
been construed as 25-100%, 25-100%, 8-100% and 25-100%. In short, the claims as 
written could contain 100% fibers oriented in a major axis direction etc. leaving none of 
the fibers oriented in any other direction. Therefore, Chen reads on the claims as 
written because the scope of the claims, as written, covers 100% fibers oriented in a 
particular direction leaving none of the fibers oriented in any other direction.
